Federal orders, which stop all 
brewing on December 1, and the law 
haidae which there .will be national 
prohibition from July. 1. next until 
the demobilization of the United 
States troops, has all but caused @& 
State .of panic among California 
brewers. 

William Schuldt, secretary of the 
Brewers’ Protective Association says: 
that about. $50,000,000 in capital 
invested in breweries will be an- 
nihilated’ between December and 
July, 

Steam beer will be a thing of the 
Past within a few days after “De- 
cember 1. Steam beer is always 
|sold within a few days of manufac-. 
ture. Lager peer will disappear in. 
July. : 
Schuldt’s estimate of $50,000,000 
is regarded as too high by others 
familiar with the brewing business 
of California. There are in San 
Francisco two large brewing’ con- 
cerns, the California BreWing As- 
sociation, formed a few years ago, 
and the San Francisco Breweries 
|Litd.,” with some’ independent com- 
panies like the Ranier.
